OO NOT WANT ARBITRATION 


Managers Say It Would Ruin Roads. 
Brotherhood Declare Railroads 
WHI Be to Blame For 
Strike. 


Chicago, 111., March 14.—The threat 
ened walkout of 25,000 firemen on 
practically all the railroad systems 
between Chicago 
and 
the 
Pacific 
coast reached a critical stage today 
when W. S. Carter, president of the 
Brotherhood of 'Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, formally notified the 
roads that if the controversy was not 
submitted for 
arbitration 
a 
strike 
would be inevitable. 
Mr. Carter’s letter of notification 
was indorsed by the brotherhood’s 
committee which represents the fire­ 
men on about forty-seven railroads 
west, northwest and southwest of 
Chicago. The letter was sent to W. 
C. Nixon, general manager of the 
St. Louis and San Francl*co road, 
who is chairman of* the general man­ 
agers’ committee. 
The letter fol­ 
lows: 
Firemen’s Reply. 
Dear Sir—Your letter of this date 
(March 13), wherein you state that 
the managers’ committee declines to 
further consider matters in contro­ 
versy, has been received, and in re­ 
ply our committee instructs me to 
say: 
“ lf there is to Ire a great railway 
strike the responsibility must rest 
| upon the managers’ committee. That 
j there may be no misunderstanding 
concerning this responsibility, our 
committee hereby proposes the sub­ 
mission of all matters in dispute to 
an adjustment by arbitration. 
“The public

informed 
through the press that matters in 
controversy can not be arbitrated 
because they involve the authority 
of railway officials and the discipline 
of employes. 
This statement our 
committee emphatically denies.

The railroads previously announc­ 
ed their willingness to arbitrate th;- 
increased wage demand, which the 
firemen say w ould amount -to about 
12 1-2 per cent. Two other demands 
involved, the managers say, 'concern 
discipline and authority, and are not 
open to arbitration. These points have 
to do with thep romotion of firemen 
and questions whether when they be­ 
come enginemen they are still under 
the jurisdiction of the brotherhood. 
“Does your letter mean that if a 
satisfactory reply is not received a 
strike will be called?” Mr. Carter 
was asked. 
“It looks pretty grave,” he said. 
“We are nearer a disagreement than 
we have ever been during the whole 
six weeks of conferences. We do not 
want a strike. We want the fKiblic to 
understand that. As to our authority 
to strike, we have the vote of more 
than 80 per c^nt of the men in fav­ 
or of it. All of the answers wre have 
received from the managers hereto­ 
fore have been evasive. 
I hope their 
next reply will not be so.” 
Another Conference Asked. 
It was learned that the managers 
had agreed to stand pat, and whil^ 
refusing to make any concessions 
probably would invite the brother­ 
hood’s committee to another con­ 
ference today. After conferring with 
Mr. Nixon, O. L. Dickson, assistant 
to the president of the Chicago, Bur­ 
lington and Quincy, gave out the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
“We have 
received 
Mr. 
Carter’s 
letter, which to the layman 
who is 
not thoroughly familiar 
with 
the 
methods of lal>Or organizations, would 
appear to be somewhat serious and 
permit a strike. I wish to say this 
is merely one of the methods un­ 
fortunately 
invoked 
in 
conducting 
such negotiations, and it is not like­ 
ly that the men would sanction the 
action of their leaders in calling a 
strike over one or 
two 
technical 
points. We do not feel the slightest 
apprehension over the difficulty. The 
managers in due time, probably to­ 
morrow, will make definite answer 
to the firemen’s committee, and 
hope for a peaceful adjustment.” 
The managers assert that to arbi­ 
trate questions of discipline would 
demoralize the service and establish 
a precedent which they can not af­ 
ford to have established. 
-• The firemen are aeking^YKat pro­ 


motions in the service be made ac­ 
cording to seniority and that engi­ 
neers who are members of the fire­ 
men’s organization be represented in 
local grievances by a committee' of 
their own selection. Under the pres­ 
ent practices only committees from 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En­ 
gineers are recognized by the rail­ 
roads on any grievances pertaining 
to engineers. 
Jurisdictional troubles between the 
firemen’s and engineers’ organizations 
have existed for several years a n d 1 
the railroad managers a *e anxious to 
keep their hands off, if possible. If 
they yield to the firemen now- it is 
said they will have trouble with the 
engineers, who insist on the exclu­ 
sive right to legislate for all engi­ 
neers, no matter to which organiza­ 
tion they belong.

SENATE HASTENING WORK SO AS 
TO QUIT LABORS TOMOR­ 
ROW. 


AUTOMOBILE j i l l IS PASSED 


•Machines Musi Act B etter'While on 
Public Roilds—Election Bill by 
Allen Passed—Many Bills 
Killed. 


Guthrie, Okla., March 12.—The le­ 
gal advisory committee of the sen­ 
ate reported house bill No. 85, by 
Jahn and Burnett, as being not ger­ 
mane legislation. This is the meas­ 
ure which purported to do away with 
state dispensaries. 
Senate resolution No. 12. by Thom­ 
as, which was considered a competi­ 
tive measure to the Carter amend­ 
ment, was killed on third reading 
by the senate this afternoon, 16 for 
it and 18 against. This was the res­ 
olution submitting to the people an 
amendment to section 9 article 9, of 
the constitution, and if it had been 
submitted and had prevailed, foreign 
railroad companies would have had 
the authority to acquire roads con­ 
structed by domestic capital. It is 
the opinion of many that the Davis 
amendment was the cause of its de­ 
teat. 
This was an exacting amend­ 
ment providing for the securing of 
information from the railroads for 
*ke 
corporation 
commission. 
The 


Carter amendment to the constitu­ 
tion which has been initiated by pe­ 
tition, will, it is said strip the cor­ 
poration commission of practically all 
of the power vested therein if the 
matter is adopted by the people and 
give the railroads full sway to merge 
with local roads, fix rates to suit 
themselves and to evade furnishing 
such data as the commission must 
have to remain effective. 
Senate joint resolution No. 14 by 
Morriss, withdrawing from the peo­ 
ple the submission of 
a 
proposed 
amendment to the constitution, being 
a repeal of section 9, article 9 as 
provided by senate joint resolution 
No. 12, adopted at the 1909 session 
of the legislature, was introduced in 
the senate this afternoon. 
It went 
over until the next legislative day. 
The Billups .automobile, as amend­ 
ed, passed finally in the senate this 
afternoon. The bill in full follows: 
“Every automobile or motorcycle 
shall be provided with a bell or 
horn which, when operated out of 
a city or village shall be rung or 
blown 
by the driver or operator 
when approaching behind a vehicle 
propelled by animals so as to give 
timely notice of the approach of 
such motor vehicle. 
"Every automobile or motorcycle 
using gasoline, steam or any other 
substance of a motor power shall 
use a muffler, so-called, when meet­ 
ing or passing animal propelled ve­ 
hicles on the public road or high­ 
way or road within this state. Every 
such automobile or motorcycle shall 
be provided with lights, the automo­ 
bile to carry not less than two lights 
in front of such machine, one of 
which to be on either side and the

TRAIN STOPS AT FLOOD EDGE. 


Two allies of Track Washed Away 


When Reservoir Goes Ont. 


.Tulesburg, Colo., March 
-14.—The 


big Jumbo reservoir, belonging to the 
.lulesburg irrigation district, went out 
suddenly this morning, washed out 
two miles of Union Pacific tracks and 
did '$150,000 damage. A pinion Pacific 
limited train, en route from Chicago 
to Denver, stopped close to the wa- 
ters, the engineer seeing the-, flood 
spread out for miles before him. 


So far as known no- lives were 


lost, which is considered remarkable 
in view of the millions of gallons of 
water turned loose. One report has it 
that onl ythe block signal saved the 
limited train from plunging into the 
water. Officials of the irrigation dis- 
Tict have been unable to discover 
the cause of the accident. There was 
no high wind, and no apparent rea- 
son for the waters going out. 


The waters are flowing off down 


he Platte river, and will not couse 
any material damage to the land and 
sufficient water remains in tfie res- 
rvoir to meet the needs for the com- 
ng season. The Union Pacific is de- 
ouring trains over the Burlington 
•ia Sterling, and a short delay will 
ie the only inconvenience pending 
the repairing of the .tracks.
